Doctor Weaver is 87 years of age.

This pest, first found in the United 
S tates neat R iverton in the summ er of 
1916, is believed to have gained en ­ 
trance as a Japanese stowawrfy in soil 
surrounding the roots 
of 
Oriental 
nursery stock im ported that year. 
Its infestation then covered an area 
of about h alf a square mile. 
Today 
it is found over an erea em bracing 
northern D elaw are, eastern P en nsyl­ 
vania, all o f N ew Jersey, New \o r k 
City, a portion o f W estchester county, 
New York; the 
southern 
third 
of 
Ixmg Island and 
two tow nships in 
eastern C onnecticut. 
The insects are 
abundant, how ever, in only 700 to 800 
square m iles of this territory. 
W hile biological 
studier 
continue 
to determ ine 
the conditions 
m ost 
favorable for the insect as it spreads 
into 
uninfested 
territory, 
extensive 
scouting operations are planned this 
sum m er in 
order 
to 
m aintain the 
present quarantine boundaries. 
R esearch and Control 
This work, officials in charge of 
the cam paign here declare, must be 
accom plished 
w hile 
the adult beetle, 
which attacks plant and crop foliage, 
is present. 
It usually is 
performed 
between June 15 and October 15. The 
grub of the beetle confines its destruc­ 
tive efforts to the soil around the* roots. 
The cam paign again st the beetle is 
divided into tw o main projects, re­ 
search and control work. 
Officials anticipate that during the 
com ing season m eans w ill be found 
whereby geranoil can he used com m er­ 
cially in a ttractin g the beetle* and 
concentrating them on poison baits, 
traps or in lim ited areas where they 
m ay bt* killed by contact sprays. 
In the research 
phase, 
em phasis 
w ill be placed on the im portation of 
large num bers o f 
parasites 
from 
abroad. 
About 12 species of para­ 
sites already have been found in the 
Orient w hich, it is said, offer p ossi­ 
bilities as cxinfrol amenta.

Control operations 
include the in­

D elaw are to points outside the quar­ 
antine area is prohibited unless such 
products are inspecti*d 
and 
accom ­ 
panied by a certificate statin g that 
they a re-free from any infestation. 
Serious D am age R esults 
Last year nearly 250,000 bags of 
sweet corn, am ong 
other 
articles, 
w ere 
inspected 
and 
approxim ately 
200,(KH) 
beetles 
rem oved before the 
corn was certified for shipm ent. Corps 
of expert instructors w ill be m ain­ 
tained this sum m er 
throughout 
the 
regulated area to perform inspections 
as they are required. 
Fainters and nurserym en have been 
able to carry on their usual business 
without 
serious 
interference 
from 
the beetle quarantine. 
The beetle is an om nivorous feeder 
in this country, and in recent years it 
has done serious dam age to both cu l­ 
tivated and native plants and to fruit 
and shade trees.
